Shelling Penstemon Seeds 
To the Editor: 


HE increasing interest in penstemons 

has brought abeut the problem of 
shelling out the seeds for those who wish 
to give them away. They have the meanest 
seed pods to open, and, after breaking 
nails and tearing finger tips, I finally 
decided there had to be an easier way. 
Cutting the pods is my solution. Hold 
the pod against your left thumb and cut 
straight across it. This opens both cells, 
and the seeds shake out easily. 

This winter I cleaned enough flower 
seed of various kinds to fill a large dish- 
pan, and was reminded _ of the won- 
derful work of nature. Each variety has 
its own special method of seed packaging. 
The pods of that old standby, sweet rocket 
have the most cunning arrangement. Eggs 
couldn't be packed more carefully —Mrs.

6 inches long of firm wood, and put three 
of these in a pint fruit jar filled with 
water, after dipping them in a rooting 
solution or powder. Set them in an east 
window. In about three weeks they will 
have plenty of roots. For potting them 
up I use a 5-inch pot and a mixture of 
equal parts of good soil, sand and sifted 
sphagnum moss. If you use a 5- or 6-inch 
pot you can leave them during the winter. 
Here in central Texas they grow well 
outdoors, but in southern Arizona I kept 
them in good-sized buckets in a room 
with an evaporative window cooler, 
it was too hot out of doors for them 
there. The variety Fortunei is most suc 
cessful.—Mrs. LEE BEVERLY, (Tex.)

HOSE of us who are concerned with 
publishing this magazine are pain- 
fully aware of the sharply rising cost 
of producing it. It is common knowledge 
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that everything from rolls of paper to 
the final mailing is much more expensive 
today than a year ago. We’ve been 
fortunate, we believe in preserving the 
large amount of editorial content and 
quality of printing, issue by issue. 


Only recently havé the many special 
flower and plant societies and garden 
clubs, which print bulletins, magazines 
and yearbooks, suddenly become aware 
that if they continue with their present 
publishing policy they will soon be 
in the red. The only solution is either 
to reduce the size and quality of the 
publication, or charge more for it. 


I have heard debates, pro and con, 
on increasing dues or subseription rates, 
and I, for one, believe that any reason- 
able increase to cover a sound and prac- 

ical program is justified. Most officers 
of clubs and societies give voluntary 
service—generally a thankless job. 
Every member who takes an active 
interest in the elub or society gets in 
return many times the cost of his dues 
in service, information, inspiration and 
good fellowship. The average fee of 
three to five dollars a year is a small 
contribution indeed to the perpetuation 
of the organization which keeps your 
hobby alive and fruitful the year around. 

Special flower societies in particular 
need far greater support than they re- 
ceive at the present time. If member- 
ships were double or triple, the cost of 
servicing each person would be less 
proportionally. Right now is a good time 
to join a rose, iris, daylily, peony or 
similar society, "and in so doing broaden 
your horizon and increase your pleasure 

n gardening.

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Roses 
Grow Old? 


By 
J. HORACE MecFARLAND 


HEORETICALLY, a rose keeps go- 

ing for a long, long time under’ 

favorable conditions of growth. Yet 
other white-haired rose lovers who read 
these words may draw on their own 
memories for recollections of roses that 
were once greatly cherished but which 
eventually lost their vigor or even died 
out although given the greatest possible 
attention. 

When easterners first began to migrate 
to California, and thus began to really 
learn of what had been done during the 
course of vears in the old mission gar- 
dens, the earlier tea roses, and some that 
were never actually resobved into classi- 
fication, grew to tremendous size. Cer- 
tainly there was no thought then that 
these plants ever became too old. 

Then when growers in various parts 
of America planted selected European 
varieties, which were the only varieties 
available, there were many instances 
where plants of great size and vigor re- 
sulted. There was no thought then 
either that these might someday grow 
toe old to continue the pleasant experi- 
ence their ownership gave. 








General Jacqueminot no longer shows 
the supreme beauty it did when first 


introduced a great many years ago. 


But then we would begin to observe 
that a great and successful rose—for 
example, a rose like Ophelia, which the 
great E. Gurney Hill brought to Amer- 
ica—would somehow seem to lose its old 
vigor. Consequently, in our _ restless 
search for something better, or at least 
newer, we would turn away from our 
old ideals and would take on with the 
newcomers then in their pristine vigor. 
Although the rose men of course had 
nothing to do with this, it did neverthe- 
less work to their advantage, inasmuch 
as more money could be asked for the 
new varieties than for the old. 

3efore very long, the strict protection 
of new originations was made possible 
by the amending of the patent law to 
cover plants. I remember one rather 
notable instance in which what seemed 
to be a very good thing ceased to be a 
good thing entirely too soon. This was

the climbing rose named Blaze, intro- 
duced in 1932 and granted plant patent 
No. 10. Its parentage, which was rather 
legendary, is given in “Medern Roses 
III” as Paul’s Searlet Climber x Gruss 
an Teplitz. Its main advantage was 
its recurrent bloom, and I ean still re- 
eall the enthusiasm I felt when I first 
saw its brilliant flowers continuing from 
June into August and September. 

But unfortunately this rose did not 
bloom satisfaetorily in many instances, 
There was mueh diseussion, and in the 
long run it seemed quite clear that, be- 
cause this new rose was an extremely 
interesting and valuable novelty, propa- 
gation had been carried on too rapidly— 
that is, from ill-matured wood and from 
shoots that were far from any bloom. 
The introducers thereupon did their best 
to rectify matters by destroying many 
plants and substituting others. Eventu- 
ally their entire stock consisted of plants 
propagated only from buds taken from 
blooming shoots, and by this great effort 
the rose has recovered its fine qualities 
and has maintained its high position. 

Then there has been much discussion 
about the very old roses grown in 
Europe particularly from sources not 
now available. Having grown up with 
old plants of ‘*General Jack,’’ as we 
called the grand red rose General Jac- 
queminot, and knowing other such once- 
blooming friends, I eventually  dis- 
covered them to be no longer of su- 
preme attractiveness. For a time that 
was all blamed on the novelty urge, 
but finally we began to wonder whether 
these roses weren’t actually getting too 
old. 

The first hybrid tea rose, La France, 
which I remember handiing as a boy, 
Was sent out by the Guillot family in 
1867. It was a very lovely rose and 
was given the following description: 
**Bud long-poimted; flower large, dou- 
ble, very fragrant, silvery pink, reverse 
bright pink. Vigorous; profuse, re- 
eurrent bloom all season.’’ Today, when 
one buys this rose, the plant may still 
be strong looking, but it certainly 
doesn't live up to the old description. 

The real question is, then, Why do 
roses grow old? 

Bertram Park, one of England’s truly 
thoughtful rosarians, has philosoph- 
ically followed the deterioration of roses 
in his writings in the Journal of the 
Royal Horticultural Society under the 
heading “Some Modern Roses.” After 
relating his own experiences, he comes 
to the following logieal econelusion : 

If the new variety has sufficient in- 
trinsic quality and vigor to do well 
during these first few years, it may 
settle down to a long life, but inevitably 
sooner or Jater a further deterioration 
sets in until that variety gradually dis 
appears from cultivation. The reason 
for this first period of deterioration is 
because the “eyes” of a new variety are 
valuable and ‘produce the principal fi- 
nancial reward to the raiser. It must 
he remembered that the production of 
a distinct and improved new variety 
takes years of labor and great knowl- 
edge and experience. Consequently, hav- 
ing been exhibited and having received a 
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gold medal or other award, there is an 
immediate demand for it, and every avail- 
able “eye” is sold from that first small 
stock of plants, whether they are good, 
bad or indifferent, and they are taken 
from stems quite regardless of the 
quality of the flower which that stem 
has produced. The weak or bad eyes 
produce weak and bad plants, from which 
all the eyes are again taken for budding. 
Result, all those plants are inferior to 
the original specimens. 

Mr. Park goes on: 

Take Roger Lambelin as an instance 
of my assertions. When this rose was 
introduced about the year 1902 it was 
the sensation of the show—great globular 
blooms “such as never had been seen 
before,” so said contemporary descrip- 
tions. Tall strong plants making vigo- 
rous remontant growth. Can you grow 
a’ plant of it like that today? No! Four

years ago I budded it again, but no 
effort or care in cultivation will make 


it grow much more than a foot in height 


with weak, straggly stems and thin, 
characterless flowers—but travesties of 
those shown in 1902. As a variety it 


is finished. 


I think I have now made the point I 
set out to establish, and it is only rea- 
sonable to suggest a remedy. Obviously, 
an old variety propagated selectively 
“an be maintained, restored or even im- 
proved; and that, it seems to me, is 
worth recommending to those who follow 
these articles in FLOWER GROWER. Any 
rose lover can protect a variety he ad- 
mires by seeing to it that in propagation, 
either by cutting or by bud, no buds 
are used save those that have been close 
to blooming and that are vigorous in 
themselves. 

Right now there is an opportunity 
for trial in the magnificent variety 
Peace. There seems to be so much in- 
herent vigor in the plant that it may 
take care of itself, but these words of 
saution are justified nonetheless. As 
a matter of fact, however, the original 
grower of Peace in this country is look- 
ing with the utmost care after the quality 
of the wood being used for propagation, 
and the variety certainly will not run 
down under his method of propagation.

Plant for Permanence .. . 


By 


BEN BLACKBURN 


NE of the most commanding 
shrubs when in bloom is Sor- 


baria arborea, the Tibetan sor- 
baria, sometimes awkwardly called the 
tree false-spirea. A most attractive 
feature of this species, shared in good 
measure by others in the group, is 
that the blooming period lasts at least 
two months. This is just as amazing 
as it appears, when one reflects that 
individual plants of so many of the 
traditional favorites, such lilaes, 
magnolias, azaleas and rhododendrons, 
add their flowers to the garden picture 
for less than one-fourth that period! 
It is difficult indeed to know why a 
shrub so generous with its beauty is 
not seen more often. 

It is true that this sorbaria cannot 
be recommended for every garden, be- 
cause its large size would cause com- 
plications. But there are thousands of 


as 


farm homes and moderate sized gar- 
dens in towns and villages where it 


would be a prized feature. Perhaps 
the principal reason why one sees this 
Tibetan sorbaria so rarely is that it was 
not known to gardens before 1908, the 
year that Ernest Wilson brought seeds 
from the borderland of Tibet and west- 
ern China to the Arnold Arboretum at 
Harvard. During these 40 years since 
its introduction to America, the shrub 
has proven to be very hardy, surviv- 
ing temperatures as low as 20° below 
zero without damage, and one of the 


handsomest of the large number of 
shrubs of the spirea tribe. 
Sorbaria arborea sometimes — sur- 


passes 20 feet in height, and this un- 
usual stature led to the unimaginative 
and actually inaccurate specific name 
arborea. The botanical rules make it 
impossible to do anything about this 
now, but the common name at least can 
ignore this regrettable state. For de- 
spite its potential height, this species 
does not produce a tree-like trunk and 
crown of branches, and it is not really 
tree-like at all, but grows into a tall, 
wide-spreading shrub with a_ whole 
thicket of stems to a height of about 
15 feet in most cases (or higher in very 
fertile, moist soil) and spreading about 
this same distance from the center. 
It ean be pruned heavily on one side, 
if necessary, or otherwise restrained 
somewhat to conform to the require- 
ments of a smaller space, and still be 
a very beautiful and very pleasing sub- 
ject during the unusual period of 
bloom. 

The individual flowers of all the sor- 
barias are white, perhaps with a sug-

gestion of pink at the base of the 
petals, and only about one-quarter of an 
inch across, but they are borne in lavish 
profusion, literally by the seores, in 
large compound panicles. These great 
clusters terminate the branchlets and 
make a beautiful picture at the ends 
of these iong graceful sprays of growth. 
The largest measure at least 20 inches 
long and 10 inches through, and by 
their size alone command every eye 
brought to bear in their direction. The 
panicles are at their loveliest when the 
round buds have enlarged and are just 
on the point of opening. The buds 
have faint traces of pearly pink, as 
though the anthers were transmitting 
some of their delicate coloring. In a 
day or two they have opened into 5 
spreading petals and numerous tiny 
stamens, and the eluster will be at its 
best for about three weeks, part of 
the suceession that continues’ well 
through August. 

Additional bloom is often contributed 
in the autumn, when a few shoots too im- 
mature to flower earlier usually produce 
an effective late-season display. This 
“an be strengthened by removing the 
largest panicles when they have faded in 
mid-summer, and perhaps by a moderate 
pruning out of branches not desired in 
the composition. 

Tibetan sorbaria has leaves much like 
the other species, with 11 or as many as 
21 lance-shaped, doubly serrate leaflets 
on a central leaf-stem. These compound 
leaves, so closely resembling those of sor- 
bus or mountain-ash, suggested the genus 
name sorbaria to the German botanist

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Braun as a suitable one for these spireas 
with pinnate leaves, though one still 
finds them listed as spireas in many 
books. However, beyond some similari- 
ties in flowers, the likeness to the moun- 
tain-ashes ends with the leaves, as the 
latter are definitely small trees, and their 
rounded clusters of brilliant orange ber- 
ries appear as the sorbarias are passing 
out of bloom. The fruits of the sor- 
barias are tiny capsule-like structures 
not conspicuous in any way. 


Sorbaria arborea has a_ variety, 
glabrata, offered in some catalogues, 


though this is almost identical with the 
typical form. The closely related Sor- 
baria aitchisoni and §S. lindleyana are 
both very similar to the species from 
Tibet. The second has even larger 
flower panicles, but it is somewhat less 
hardy. Both are smaller shrubs in eul- 
tivation, reaching about 12 or 15 feet 
in most cases. Most familiar of the en- 
tire group is Sorbaria sorbifolia, the old- 
fashioned garden favorite which so often 
takes the bit in its teeth and runs un- 
restrainedly unless kept in firm check. 
The other species produce suckers in 
moderation, and in the choice kinds, 
especially, this makes them good “grati- 
tude shrubs.” They are always ready 
with an offshoot to be given to horticul- 
tural friends or visitors beguilingly lav- 
ish in their praises of the garden. 

At one time, Japanese beetles used to 
devour the flowers of the sorbarias, but 
now there seem to be no insect 
causing them any particular damage, 
nor are any diseases troublesome. The 
principal requirements for success with 
them are the necessary space and a 
fairly heavy moist soil of good fertility. 
They will tolerate moderate shade, but 
they always give ‘best results in full 
sunlight, growing rapidly and making 
an impressive effect the 
after planting. 

The large size and bold arching habit 
of Sorbaria arborea limits its use in 
most eases to backgrounds and large bor 
der plantings, and it can replace small 
trees in such compositions. It is very 
effective planted with conifers, especially 
when its spreading branches arch for- 
ward over a low grouping of dwarf 
yews or make a bold accent in front of 
spruces or pines. All the sorbarias are 
admirably suited to_ park and community 
beautification plantings, and when han- 
dled with care the larger and more 
refined species are valuable for gardens 
of moderate size as well.

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IRIS ARE TOPS 


By DR. FRANKLIN COOK 


President, American Iris Society 


ID you take a good look at your garden during 

these past weeks? What was in bloom from 

the time tulips were making their glorious 
display until the peonies finally opened? Does your 
garden hesitate between tulip time and early summer 
and go through a sort of doldrums with nothing more 
spectacular than budding biennials promising later 
bloom? Do the first few days of June mark a 
hesitant period in your garden, or do your hardy 
perennial borders go from the first glory of spring 
flowering into a still greater floriferousness as the 
season progresses ? 

The modern tempo of gardening consists of one 
season of bloom following another, with no colorless 
interludes and no periods of little reward in color. 
Perhaps the greatest advantage of a thorough gar- 
dening program is a solid succession of bloom 
throughout the entire season. If your garden 
hesitates to put on a show after the first few 
spring bulbs are over, perhaps you might well 
consider the iris not only as a stop gap but as a 
primary feature of the May and June border. 

I am not speaking of a mere scattered flower or 
two to carry on the succession of bloom in the 
garden. I am speaking of a mass of color that 
can be seen from hundreds of feet away as a 
distinct contribution to the garden picture. Color 
in mass is perhaps the greatest contribution the 
iris can make to the garden picture, and it does 
this with no special soil preparation, no special 
cultivation, but merely as a result of its normal 
response to a natural garden environment! Vir- 
tually all experienced gardeners concede the fact 
that the bearded iris are among the best all around 
perennial flowers, from the standpoint of practi- 
eality and versatility, that exist today, overshadow- 
ing all other garden flowers at their particular time 
of bloom. They make an eye-arresting array of 
purest hue, with an infinite variety of color effects 
possible. Far from being difficult, they are among 
the most easily grown perennials that we have. 
They can be had in almost every color of the rain- 
bow, with a color range from white to yellow, blue 
to violet, red to near orange, purple to mauve and 
magenta. Having few pests, they are almost in- 
destructible, and with a minimum of care continue 
to increase and bloom forever. Progress in the

Eight or ten days was con- 

sidered a normal blooming period for an iris of 

several years ago. Nowadays one ean expect fifteen * 

to twenty days of bloom from a single clump. By 

a judicious selection of early, mid-season and late 

tall bearded iris one can extend the season (in the 

North) from May 25 to June 20, a full total of over three weeks of 
continous bloom. By incorporating into your garden plan a few of 
the intermediate iris which bloom before the tall bearded varieties, 
one can extend this period so that it begins two or three weeks earlier, 
and by including Siberian and Japanese Iris one can stretch the season 
well into July. If more iris are wanted, over a still longer period, they : 
may be had by putting in a few dwarfs, that bloom in April, and a few 
remontants or “rebloomers” for August, so that iris may be in flower 
almost continuously from April until September! These facts, when 
duly appreciated, quiet the poorly founded rumor that has gone ‘round 
these many years, that iris are flowers that bloom for a few days only, 
or a week or two at most.

The Glamorous Gloriosas 


By S. ¥. CALDWELL, (Tenn.) 


HAVE always had a weakness for 

ordering those things in a flower 

catalogue that sound odd and un- 
usual. Years ago I tried to grow Glori- 
osa rothsehildiana, or glory or climbing 
lily as it is commonly known. The 
V-shaped tubers were intriguing; they 
sent up slender, vine-like stalks with 
leaves oddly elongated into curling ten- 
drils that, for support, gripped anything 
within reach. But there were never any 
blooms, so I lost interest in them. 

Then the fortunes of war set me 
down in a Florida training camp for 
some two and a half years, and during 
off duty hours I became well acquainted 
with the glamorous gloriosas, which are 
rather plentiful in that balmy clime. 
There I learned the reasons for my pre- 
vious failures—I’d never had a bloom- 
ing-size tuber and I hadn’t watered my 
plants enough. 

Since returning home I have grown 
and flowered gloriosas with complete 
success for two years, under outdoor 
summer culture in Tennessee. Corre- 
spondents in Washington state, Mis- 
souri, New Jersey and Massachusetts 
tell me that they also do well with 
them, so it would seem that here is a 
plant novelty more northern gardeners 
might enjoy. 

Certainly the spectacular “upside 
down” flowers will attract attention, 
for they have eye appeal in both form 
and color. The reflexed petals are 
eurled and erinkled along their edges, 
clear yellow and red in newly opened 
blossoms. An interesting color transi- 
tion to an all-over deep red occurs as 
the flowers age. The stems are strong 
and the blooms last well when cut; 
florists, in fact, are using them now in 
corsages. 





Gladiolus culture is suitable. Gener- 
ally speaking, glory lilies are handled 
like gladiolus and other tender summer- 
blooming bulbs. No doubt they’ll 
succeed under a variety of treatments, 
but to get at something definite, I’ll 
describe the routine under which mine 
are thriving. After frost danger is 
past in spring, I put newly purchased 
dormant tubers, as well as my own old 
ones (brought from winter storage in 
the basement), in a shallow box of 
pulverized peatmoss on a back porch 
shelf. Since something—probably a 
mouse—gnawed the end off a nice tuber 
once, l’ve covered the box with a 
screen. 

Exposed to outdoor temperatures, the 
tubers sometimes remain dormant for 


weeks, but as the days become warmer 
I keep an eye on the box. Usually 
toward the end of April, the small, 
smooth buds at the extreme ends of 
the tubers start swelling, and before 
long there are pink sprouts ready to 
start up, with white rootlets emerging 
beneath them. Tubers at this stage 
are removed for planting. 

The size of the dormant tubers, 
conditions under which they are win- 
tered and, of course, the weather are 
all factors influencing their spring 
awakening. From last season’s notes 
I find that some gloriosas were ready 
for planting on April 28, but the last 
ones didn’t get into the ground until 
June 12. 

Most of my tubers are set in pots 
and tubs, although a number of them 
go directly into the ground. Possibly, 
I get the best increase in size from 
those planted in the ground. On the 
other hand, it is quite difficult to dig 
them up in the fall without breaking 
some, as they are very brittle. Those 
in pots can be simply turned out. Also, 
it is easy to move potted ones around 
wherever I want them at blooming time. 


Soil preparation. In any case a special 
soil is used—about 13 sand and the 
rest a mixture of garden soil, peatmoss, 
a little well-rotted cow manure, which 
I am lucky enough to have, and bits 
of broken charcoal. Probably a sim- 
pler formula would be all right—just 
good garden soil mixed with plenty 
of sand. The drainage must be near- 
perfect, and a thick layer of broken 
pots or gravel is placed in tubs and 
pots before the soil is poured in. 

Tubers are planted horizontally, 2 
to 4 inches deep, depending upon their 
size. Their size, too, determines the 
container that is used. I put one 
tuber in a 5-, 6-, or 7-inch pot, and 
sometimes three or four large ones 
ina tub. They are watered moderately 
at first but after green shoots appear 
above the ground are given a drink two 
or three times a week. 





A sheltered location. My gloriosas 
grow in a nook near the house, pro- 
tected on two sides by trees and a wall. 
They get sunshine for a little over 
half the day. But this is sunny Ten- 
nessee; farther north they’d probably 
need more open exposure to the sun. 

The stalks grow rapidly, and it is 
not unusual to have bloom six or seven 
weeks after the tubers are planted. 
My blooming plants are .2 to 4 feet 


high—not quite the 8-foot giants I 
used to see in Florida, but the flowers 
seem to be about as large. 

After flowers are gone I continue 
watering the glory lilies through the 
late summer and into the autumn to 
maintain the plants and fatten new 
tubers for the next season. If foliage 
yellows and dies, water is withheld. 
Before frost, tubers growing in the 
ground are dug and brought into the 
basement for drying off. Potted and 
tubbed tubers also are brought inside 
and allowed to dry for several weeks. 
In fact, I have left some un- 
disturbed all winter in the dry earth 
of their pots, but ordinarily I turn 
them out and store all the tubers in 
a box of dry peatmoss until spring 
comes again. The basement gets cold 
in winter but never quite down to the 
freezing point. 


Letter-perfect tubers. Typical tubers 
of Gloriosa rothschildiana are shaped 
just like a V, an L or sometimes an I. 
Not infrequently, however, they are 
twisted or knotted, especially when 
grown in pots which do not afford 
room for full development. 

Set a normal two-pronged tuber in 
the ground and you will observe a 
most interesting behavior. Although 
each arm of the tuber earries a bud 
at its end, only one will grow up into 
a plant. There are rare exceptions. 
The other will develop underground 
into a knob-like tuber that may be 
used the next season. However, should 
the green stalk from the first bud 
be broken or destroyed while young, 
the ‘‘bud in reserve’’ on the tuber’s 
other arm will spring up as a replace- 
ment plant. 

It has been learned that if tubers 
are cut in two at the junction of their 
arms before planting, the bud on each 
arm will then produce a plant. For 
this reason, commercial growers nearly 
always split their tubers—those of 
blooming size, at least—and sell them 
in the form of straight, single arms. 
I also follow this practice of splitting 
the rootstocks to get extra dividends 
in flowering plants. 


How big is ‘‘blooming size’? The 
number of blooms on a glory lily seems 
to vary directly with the size of the 
tuber from which it grows. Some 
writers state that two-year-old tubers 
will flower. Perhaps that is true under 
very favorable conditions. Last year,

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OPCORN is as native to America 

as the American Indian. The first 

white men discovered him popping 
it in the same way we use now and we 
have been growing the same varieties 
to the present day. 

It is only in the last ten years that 
the dream of corn breeders has céme 
true. Hybrid popcorn is here! Pop- 
corn with true hybrid vigor, with every 
stalk in the field a twin to every other 
stalk. Popeorn with yields stepped up 
to well over 50 per cent over old fash- 
ioned varieties, wonderfully tender and 
almost free from hulls. 

Here is how it all started: The first 
commercial hybrid popcorn reached the 
market in 1935. It was white, hull- 
less Minhybrid 250, developed by the 
University of Minnesota. This pop- 
corn, While an excellent product for the 
northern states, where an early maturing 
popcorn is wanted, was not adapted 
to the real commercial popeorn country 
which lies south of the state of Minne- 
sota. That is why corn hybridizers 
started to look around for other suitable 
parent stocks for breeding work with the 
larger, yellow varieties. 

Back in the early 1920s the United 
States Department of Agriculture had 
started early work on yellow hybrid 
popeorn studies. Supergold, which was 
originally developed at the Kansas sta-

tion by mass selection, and some inbred 
selections of open-pollinated South 
American, were the basis of most ma- 
terial for plant and type seleetion. Their 
hope was to find somewhere in thousands 
of popeorn combinations, the right plant 
material to give greater yields, more 
disease resistance and sturdy stalks— 
a popeorn that could be machine picked 
in the large commercial areas (lowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas, ete.), where pop- 
corn was being produced. 

In the early 1930s, this work was 
transferred to Kansas. A few years later, 
by testing all known popcorn-crossing 
combinations in that state, the results 
were disappointing. Only a few ear 
selections were saved and the work 
started all over again. 


South American popcorn. About 
the same time a number of other types 
took definite form and were being 
offered by seedsmen like Henry Field, 
Shenandoah, Iowa and other growers. 
The so-called large-kernel South Ameri- 
an type was sold under such names as 
Dynamite, Mushroom and others. This 
variety had a medium-sized ear with 
a very large, round, medium yellow ker- 
nel and a flavor all its own. By 1936 
the Midwest popcorn breeding program 
was really in earnest and some results 
were beginning to show up on individual 
lines of popcorn needed to produce 
hybrid strains. 


Progress in breeding. Again and 
again samples of the best types were 
planted in breeding test plots to care- 
fully check results. The best individual 
ears from each strain were selfed or in- 
bred by having the pollen from a certain 
plant fertilize only the ear on the same 
stalk, And it takes seven long years 
to produce a single pure inbred line of 
corn, Careful notes were made on grow- 
ing habits and appearances during the 
growing seasons. Only the best were 


saved and kept. Progress was being 
made, Hopes were high. And new

Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By JAMES S. JACK, (N. Y.) 





OW that the warm weather is here 
to stay for a while, it’s a good 
idea to give your house plants a 

taste of outdoor life. Tired looking 
indoor plants, with the exception of a 
few tender ones like African violets 
and some of the cacti, take a new 
lease on life in a shady spot in the 
garden or in a _ slat-covered frame. 
The shading or slats should cut gut 
about one-half of the normal light. 

Plunge the plants, pot and all, into 
well drained soil, but remember that 
whether inside or out the plants will 
need regular watering when necessary 
and will also require protection against 
insects. A good nicotine or rotenone 
spray every ten days or so will do the 
trick, or you can use a combination 
spray. The directions given with the 
spray material for use on greenhouse 
plants are about right for house plants. 
It is also a good idea to give them an 
oceasional feeding, and here I prefer 
liquid manure, though a tablespoon of 
any soluble fertilizer mixed into a 
gallon of water and fed to the plants 
in the same way you apply water will 
serve the purpose well. 


Adjust the lawn mower as soon as 
hot, dry weather arrives so that the 
grass will not be eut too short. Set 
it to eut about 1144 to 2 inches. If 


you have facilities for watering the 


lawn, turn on the sprinkler as soon 
as the soil becomes dry, and be sure 
to soak thoroughly. You will have 
fewer weeds and fewer bugs if the 
lawn is watered well when it needs it. 


Chinch bugs are one of the worst 
lawn headaches. You find them on the 
soil surface. The adult is a small dark 
colored insect with transparent wings 
and the young are very tiny and of 
reddish pink color. The first brood 
hatches in early June, but you can 
contrel them at that time by spraying 
or dusting thoroughly with 50 per cent 
Wettable DDT. 


Watering should always be done 
thoroughly in both flower and vegetable 
garden. Merely sprinkling will do 
more harm than good, because plant 
roots then develop at the surface, since 
there’s more water there, and when 
cultivating is done the roots are apt to 
be destroyed. 


Sweetpeas are at their best this 
month, and a little extra attention may 
keep them blooming a little longer. 
Water them thoroughly if the weather 
is dry, and it is a good idea to dust 
a little fertilizer around the plants 
each ten days and water it in. Over- 
feeding, however, will cause the plants 
to drop their buds. Of course there 
are other causes of bud-dropping—

What to Do for Your Lawn in June 


HE two worst insect enemies of 

lawns are Japanese beetle grubs 
(above, left) and chinch bugs (above, 
center). The grubs work at the grass 
roots below the soil level, the chinch 
bugs at the base of the stems on the 
surface. Both can be controlled for 
the whole season by one application of 
DDT. 

If you prefer sprays to dusts, add 
2 moderately heaped tablespoons of 
50 per cent Wettable DDT to each 
gallon of water (above, right) and 
spray 2 gallons of this solution on

every 10 by 10 foot area of lawn. If 
you prefer dusts apply about 114 
pounds of 5 per cent DDT dust to 
every 10 by 10 foot area. Or, if you 
want to use your 50 per cent Wettable 
DDT as a dust, measure off about one 
cup of this powder for every 15 by 15 
foot area; then, to facilitate spreading, 
mix this well with 20 times as much 
sand (below, left) and distribute it 
evenly over the lawn. After applying 
dust either way, sprinkle the lawn 
lightly so as to wash the DDT down into 
the soil. 


Measure height of lawn mower lower blade. 





As soon as the weather turns hot and 
dry, raise the cut of the lawn mower 
to 14% to 2 inches. Measure the height 
of the lower, straight blade with a 
ruler placed through the curved blades 
(below, center); this is the cutting 
height. On new machines, this can be 
adjusted by special knobs, but with 
older mowers it is done by changing 
the height of the roller with a wrench 


(below, right). Maximum height is 
obtained by placing the nut at the 
highest point on the roller and the 


lowest point on the lawn mower frame. 


Raise height of blade to 14 to 2 inches.

weather conditions, for instance, over 
which we have no control. 


Annuals. There is still time to sow 
marigolds, zinnias, cosmos, asters and 
petunias for late blossoming. Sow all 
these where they are to bloom, and to 
allow them to develop properly be sure 
to thin them to 4 to 6 inches between 
plants. 


Biennials. If you did not find time 
in April to sow campanulas and sweet- 
william, you can still do so. Digitalis 
(foxglove) and myosotis (forget-me- 
not) must be sown in a large coldframe 
where they can have shade and protece- 
tion against heavy rain. When large 
enough, transplant them into another 
frame, and then later into the garden. 


Russell lupines are a showy and not 
too difficult crop, and they are splendid 
material for beds and borders. At 
the same time they are an excellent 
cutting flower for indoor decorating. 
You receive comparatively few seeds 
for the money involved, but at the end 
of the first blooming season you ean 
start sowing your own. Simply collect 
the ripened seed on the flower spikes 
and sow it right away. The following 
May or June you should have a good 
showing of early blossom. 

Lupines are sown in June where they 
are to grow to maturity, and they 
bloom the following May and June. 
They do not like to be disturbed. Be- 
fore putting in the seeds, chip each one; 
that is, cut through the outer skin. 


In that way moisture can penetrate the 
seed immediately and germination will 
start sooner. Not chipped, germina- 
tion will be spasmodic and will con- 
tinue right up to next spring. Fresh 
seed from your own plants does not 
require chipping. 


Azaleas and rhododendrons require a 
protective nicotine spray this month to 
assure control of that first brood of 
lace wing fly. If not controlled, this 
fly turns the foliage an unsightly gray 
color. A second spraying is necessary 
two weeks later. 


Feed such flowers as dahlias, gladio- 
lus and roses, and the vegetable crops 
too. Dust a good garden fertilizer over

OSES are without question the 
ee most loved of all flowers. Florist 

shops carry them twelve months 
of the year and send out countless 
corsages of them every day. For this 
purpose, though, garden roses are even 
more varied. 

The gardener who grows roses ac- 
tually has several advantages over the 
florist. In a shop, most of the flowers 
are in the same stage of development 
and in a few standard colors only. 
The gardener, however, can walk out- 
doors and eut an assortment from 
tight buds to fully open flowers. 

The variety also will be greater. For 
example, Mrs. Charles Bell is a rounded 
pale pink blossom while Katherine T. 
Marshall has pointed buds whose rosy 
petals turn back with a_ sculptured 
quality. Tinted roses such as Duquesa 
de Penaranda or Charles P. Kilham are 
seldom found commercially, nor are 
floribundas or climbing roses available 
in their present day diversity. 

Garden roses also have a _ natural 
grace, whether it be the first shrub 
roses that open in May or the airy 
floribunda Betty Prior that blooms 
indefatigably all summer and fall. June 
is the month of maximum production 





but some flowers can always be found 
from May until Thanksgiving. 

Many other garden flowers combine 
well with roses. Forget-me-nots, astilbe, 
coral bells, valerian and babysbreath 
are only a few of the June perennials. 
During the summer, mignonette, ver- 
bena, cornflowers, candytuft, sweet 
alyssum and such annuals are pleasing 
contrast. 

Rose foliage is excellent for cor- 
A lighter appearance can be 
given to those of large-flowered hybrid 
teas by wiring each bloom to one leaf. 
Contrasting foliage could be substi- 
tuted for other flowers. The style of 
the corsage is also influenced by the 
choice of foliage. The shiny leaves of 
ivy geranium are somewhat stiff and 
tailored; small-leaved Vinea minor is 
appropriate with floribundas or rose 
buds, and feathery tips of asparagus 
or delicate maidenhair fern give a 
dainty effect. 

Just as roses alone, or in combination 
with other flowers or foliage, set a 
style, so also do ribbons. Certain types 
of corsages do not need this added 
decoration. Satin ribbon compliments

our own home freezing programs. Now 
there is news about fruit varieties that 
produce a better frozen product and 
new ways have been developed for freez- 
ing successfully some fruits such as 
bananas and halves of pears which pre- 
viously had not met with too favorable 
results. 

But the basic fundamentals of freez- 
ing fruits, well established as they are, 
do not change materially from year to 
year. To obtain frozen foods of high 
quality, one must adhere to the practice 
of certain principles. To neglect or 
ignore them is certain to result in a 
frozen product that is less than top- 
quality and that is likely to be mediocre 
or even barely passable when put to the 
taste test. 

To get good quality frozen fruits 
you’ve got to capture and keep good 
flavor. The use of immature fruits, or 
a variety which lacks in flavor at the 
outset, oxidation (browning) of the fruit 
before it is frozen, undue delays in 
freezing—these are all contributing fae- 
tors to losing, not keeping good fruit 
flavor. 


Variety for flavor. When freezing 
fruits, the variety selected is in many 
Ways more important than that chosen 
for vegetables, the reason being that 
the fresh texture of some fruit varieties 
does not hold up well upon being frozen 
and thawed. And in the case of some 
fruits such as apples and peaches which 
oxidize, there are some varieties which 
discolor so readily as to make them un- 
desirable for freezing. Good firm tex- 
ture and bright, fresh color are prime 
requisites to quality in the frozen prod- 
uet because if either of these charac- 
teristics is affected, the flavor of the 
frozen fruit also will suffer. So be 
certain that the variety of fruit you 
freeze is one which is recommended, 
for it is a deep disappointment not to 
get the kind of frozen results one antie- 
ipates, whether it is fruits or any other 
food product. 

At the New Jersey, New York State 
(Geneva), Oregon and _ Tennessee 
Agricultural Experiment Stations and 
the laboratories of the U. S. Bureau of 
Plant Industry, many new varieties and 


seedlings of various fruits are being 
studied to determine their suitability 
for freezing. The results that these 
laboratories have published recently are 


summarized in the table on page 484. 


Mature fruit for flavor. In selecting 
the proper stage of maturity that is 
best for fruit freezing, there is one 
pitfall everyone should learn to avoid. 
For almost all other forms of fruit 
preservation, we are in the habit of 
harvesting ‘‘green-tinged’’ fruit—fruit 
that is just a little under mature— 
because fully ripe fruits, as a general 
rule, do not give as good results for 
canning or jelly and jam making. Fruit 
picked for freezing at this stage of 
maturity is apt to give very unsatis- 
factory results. You see, that portion 
of a peach, apricot or plum which is 
still tinged with green, or those few 
berries still hard and lacking in flavor 
will become harder in texture and will 
develop a distasteful bitter flavor dur- 
ing freezing and storage. 

It is much easier for individual 
owners of fruit trees and berry bushes 
to pick fruit at the right stage of 
maturity for home freezing than it is 
for processors to do the same on a 
large-scale operation for commercial 
freezing, although commercial proces- 
sors do take great care about the stage 
of maturity at which their fruits are 
processed. I would advise going over 
bushes and trees several times when a 
fruit is in season. At each picking, 
gather only that fruit which is soft- 
ripe—that which is best for eating out 
of hand. By so doing, you will not 
only obtain fruit of the right maturity 
for freezing purposes, but you also will 
find it is easier and better to work 
with smaller quantities. 


Undue delay forfeits flavor. Unless 
your pickings can be refrigerated prop- 
erly, until such time as they can be 
prepared for the freezer, they should 
be taken care of at once, because fruit 
left to stand at warm summer tempera- 
tures will deteriorate rapidly. Under 
such conditions, fruits first lose their 
firmness and fine texture and loss in 
flavor soon follows. And of course, 
any fruit high in vitamin content will 
be less nutritious after vitamin loss. 
Currants, gooseberries and strawberries 





To prepare fruit salads for molding, mix 
gelatin and allow it to thicken; arrange 
fruit in mold and fill with gelatin. To 
unmold, set the mold in hot water for a 
few seconds and turn out on lettuce base. 





Prepare the salad for serving two hours 
before meal time, allowing it to thaw to 
serving temperature on the plate. Cold 
will keep the greens and garnishings in 
a fresh, chilled condition until needed 


are particularly high in vitamin C, a 
portion ‘of which may be lost when 
these fruits are left standing and are 
not refrigerated or prepared for the 
freezer promptly. 


Oxidation harms flavor. Oxidation, 


the discoloration of fruit such as 
peaches, apples and plums when peeled 


cut surfaces are exposed to air, can 
almost ruinous because of the great

gia, is only about 4500, they have one 
garden club there, with 30 members, that 
is 7 years old. With an active group 
of leaders, they have in the past year 
developed two new clubs, with 30 mem- 
bers each. All clubs meet on the same 
day, so that when one group has some- 
thing special to offer, all groups will 
be able to attend as a body. Their plan 
of sending a letter to each prospective 
new member asking her why she wants 
to be a member of a garden club offers 
a constructive idea. The replies should 
be an indication of what kind of members 
the prospects will make. Lyons, an even 
smaller village (they don’t call them that 
in the South!) with about 3000 population 
if you stretch it a bit, has no woman’s 
club in the community, but boasts a very 
active garden club with 65 members- 
a brand new organization.

tion made a little addition to their budg- 
ets by serving a light lunch each day— 
just a well-seasoned salad, sandwiches 
and cakes, not a great deal of work but 
a real convenience to those attending the 
Courses—and something for the bank ac- 
count.

Vandal; dull textured grosgrain is suit- 
able with certain kinds of foliage. 
Width, texture and color must all be 
considered in selecting ribbon, if a 
bow is desired. 

Roses should always be cut with a 
knife—not with scissors. It is essential 
to pick them the day before the cor- 
sage is to be made and worn. Evening 


is the best time, in order to avoid 
wilting. 
After the flowers have been cut, 


thorns may be broken off or stripped 
off with a narrowly folded newspaper. 
Then the roses should be placed in a 
deep container of cold water. This 
is moved to a cool dim place such as 
a cellar for conditioning. Twelve hours 
are desirable. At corsage making time, 
excess foliage is stripped off and stems 
eut to workable length. 

The finished corsage will keep fresh 
if it is wrapped in cellophane or waxed 


paper and kept in a cool place. The 
refrigerator may be too cold. A tem- 


perature of about 45° 

Roses—any corsage for that matter 
—should be worn with the flowers 
toward the face. There are two sensible 
reasons. Flowers naturally grow up- 
ward and therefore look better worn 
that way. Then, too, flowers are most 
flattering to the face.

It is one way he can brag nonchalantly 
about the roses he grows, and it helps 
to start the day off right, too. Some

Orange Bugs on Phlox 


Auswering Mrs. R. L. Ingersoll, (Nebr.) 
March 

No doubt IT am the logical person to 
make reply to this, since I gave this bug 
its scientific name (Lopidea davisi) in 
1917. It is named for an old friend, 
Wm. T. Davis of Staten Island, now de- 
ceased, who first provided specimens for 
study. In the following years it was 
found breeding on wild phlox in several 
states and often breeding on cultivated 
phlox. In view of the bug becoming a pest 
we gave it the common name phlox plant 
ybug in 1927. This insect winters over in 
‘the ege stage, the eggs placed in stems of 
phlox. When new growth starts in the 
spring, the eggs haten and the nymphs feed 
by puncturing and sucking sap from the 
keaves. The winged adults develop after 
four weeks, feed a few days, lay eggs and 
die—only one generation per year.  Prob- 
ably the easiest control is dusting the 
plants with 5 per-cent DDT dust, or a 
liquid spray, as soon as the small nymphs 
are found on the foliage. Nicotine sprays 
will also kill the phlox plant bug.—H. H. 
KNIGHT, Professor, Iowa State College.

change in flavor which oceurs. Badly 
discolored fruit tastes somewhat like 
badly bruised fruit. 

Oxidation should be retarded at 
every stage of the preparation pro- 
cedure, during the time when fruits are 
freezing and also during the time when 
fruits are thawing. If apples, pears or 
peaches are to stand more than a few 
minutes before they are packaged for 
the freezer, place them in cold water 
containing a little salt or lemon juice. 

The use of a freezing syrup made 
from the extra-sweet corn syrup (Sweet- 
ose) has been found to be very effective 
in preventing oxidation if the fruit is 
held under the syrup during freezing 
and thawing. To keep fruits submerged 
during these crucial periods, place a 
piece of crushed waterproof paper (or- 
dinary waxed paper, or any of the freez- 
ing papers such as moistureproof cello- 
phane) on top of fruits in the syrup 
before the lid of the freezing container is 
put into place. 

To prepare a freezing syrup from the 
extra-sweet corn syrup for fruits such 
as sliced or halved peaches, apples, 
apricots, plums and whole berries, sim- 
ply mix four parts of-extra-sweet corn 
syrup to one part of cold water. About 
14 cup of this mixture should be used 
per pint package of fruit, except for 
halves of peaches, plums and apricots 
which may require as much as %4 cup 
of the mixture to cover the fruit. For 
very juicy, tart fruit such as sour cher- 
ries, gooseberries, currants and grape- 
fruit or orange sections, use the full 
strength, extra-sweet corn syrup. 


Freezing mixed fruits. My labora- 
tory experience has shown that it is 
better to mix fruits’ after they have 
had a preliminary freezing rather than 
before. By mixing the frozen fruit, 
flavors and colors are kept separated, 
whereas if the fruit were mixed prior 
to freezing, a dark-colored or strongly- 
flavored fruit would affect other colors 
and flavors in the mixture. Select those 
frozen fruits which you desire to mix, 
allow them to thaw just enough so they 
‘an be broken apart and drained. Save 
all light-colored syrup for refreezing 
the fruit mixture. Mix together the 
drained fruit in desired proportions, 


fill freezing containers to within 
34-inch of top, cover with % 
eup of the drained fruit syrup, 


place a piece of crushed waterproof 
paper on top of fruit, close container, 
label and refreeze. If there is not 
enough fruit syrup drained from the 
frozen fruit to cover fruit for refreez- 
ing, allowing 14 cup per pint package, 
mix with enough extra-sweet corn syrup 
to make a sufficient quantity.

easy to grow provided you adjust the 
soil to the proper acidity (pH 4.5). 
If you order mature bushes and set 
them out early enough, you can harvest 
a small yield of the big, blue, beautiful 
berries the first season. To freeze them, 
just wash the berries in cold water, and 
fill containers to within 34-inch from 
the top and cover with the freezing 
syrup previously mentioned. 


Freezing pears and bananas. If the 
directions given below are followed 
closely, pears and bananas can be 
frozen successfully. 

Freeze only Clapp’s Favorite pear 
(an August variety) or Bartlett (a 
September variety), picking the fruit 
when it is still green and allowing it to 
stand until soft-ripe and ready for 
freezing. Then peel, and halve. Cut 
out all bruised or imperfect sections. 
Hold peeled halves under salted cold 
water (1 tablespoon salt per gallon 
water). Allowing 34 cup of syrup for 
each pint package of fruit, add 14 tea- 
spoon pure ascorbic powder per each cup 
of full strength, undiluted extra-sweet 
corn syrup. Place pear halves in freez- 
ing containers to within 34-inch of top, 
cover with syrup, place piece of crushed 
waterproof paper on top, close con- 
tainer and freeze. 

It is often desirable to freeze sliced 
bananas for fruit mixtures. To do so, se- 
lect bananas that are fully ripe (flecked 
with brown), before peeling, first pre- 
pare freezing syrup. Mix together 4 
cup cold water, 14 teaspoon pure as- 
corbie acid (vitamin C) powder and 1 
cup extra-sweet corn syrup, allowing 
1 cup of prepared syrup per each pint 
package of fruit. Peel, then cut ba- 
nanas into thin slices directly into 
freezing containers to within 34-inch 
of top, cover with 1 eup syrup, place 
piece of crushed waterproof paper on 
top of fruit, close container, freeze. 


Freezing fruits for pies. Rhubarb, 
fully ripe gooseberries, currants, black- 
berries and dewberries of all kinds, 
sour cherries and apples are all top- 
favorites for fruit pies, pies which are 
doubly appreciated when made with 
these frozen fruits long after the sum- 
mer fruit-bearing season is past. Freeze 
them according to directions previously 
given, or, if your freezer is big enough, 
make up the pies themselves and have 
them all ready for the oven whenever 
you wish to serve one. 

To make up pies for the freezer, 
just mix the thickening and sweetening 
for the pie together with a_ small 
amount of water and heat, then allow 
to cool. Add fruit to mixture, and 
pour into pastry-lined paper pie plate. 
Top with crust in which no steam vents 
have been cut (cut these when pie is put 
in to bake). Place paper pie plate over 
made pie, label top paper plate, wrap 
in moistureproof cellophane, tie in 
stockinet and freeze immediately. 

To serve the frozen pie, no thawing 
before baking is necessary. Just re- 
move pie from wrappings and place in 
350° oven to bake until done. ~

Iris Are Tops 


(Continued from page 475) 


gardens hardly a week goes by from 
April 15 until the middle of September 
when some iris or other, ineluding the 
species, is not in bloom. 

What of the cultural requirements of 
the iris? They are so simple as to be 
expressed in one short paragraph: (1) 
Full sun, or nearly so, except in Cali- 
fornia or other areas where the sun 
beats down with terrifie heat. Here part 
shade is desirable. (2) Perfect soil 
drainage. Iris cannot stand having their 
“feet” soaked during the winter. (3) 
Clean cultivation, (4) Air drainage, or 
in other words freedom from crowding. 

Soil may be slightly acid, neutral or 
slightly alkaline. It may be porous or the 
opposite. It may be sandy or clayey. It 
should contain most of the elements 
needed for a good erop of almost any 
kind of plant material. While many 
instances are known where a clump of 
iris has existed for from 10 to 20 years 
in the same spot without any cultivation 
or fertilization, this neglect is to be 
discouraged if best results are to be 
obtained with modern iris. Most grow- 
ers, both amateur and professional, use 
a good deal of both organie and inor- 
ganic fertilizer in preparing their iris 
beds. Bonemeal, preferably the coarse 
unsteamed variety, and well-rotted cow 
manure are perhaps the favorite fer- 
tilizers to use in preparing a new bed 
for iris. Superphosphate has its value 
in soils lacking in this element, but ex- 
perience has shown that its application 
is easily overdone. Ground limestone 


as a soil alterative is valuable where | 


conditions are excessively acid. Thus 
it will be seen that any good ordinary 


garden soil that is fairly rich in all the | 


elements necessary for average plant 
growth will do splendidly for the mem- 
bers of the bearded iris family. 

The proper setting for an iris plant 
must take into consideration several 
factors. First of all, it is a flower of 
rather large size, bold foliage and such 
precision of detail that one must think 
of a relatively simple setting to go with 
this sort of plant. Just as a jeweler 
would not think of putting a rare dia- 
mond in a setting of cheaper gaudier 
stones, so when planting an iris one must 
consider that it is the chief attraction 
at its blooming time, and all other 
companion plants should merely help to 
“frame” the iris. <A single clump of a 
tall modern novelty iris will serve as 
an exclamation point in anyone’s garden 
—near a door or gate or at the edge of 
a terrace—or as a desirable accent any- 
where in the herbaceous border. 

The American Iris Society has lately 
defined a new subelassification of tall 
bearded iris to be known as Border Iris, 
including several extremely hardy and 
fairly short representatives of the “tall 
bearded” family, which are most ame- 
nable to the discipline of a mixed bor-

der. Ranging in height from about 20 
to 30 inches, with stiff stalks, and flower 
size that is comparable to that of their 
taller brethren but still in good propor- 
tion, with modern form, suitable branch- 
ing and above all heavy substance ‘and 
extreme weather resistance, these Border 
Iris will be listed this year for the first 
time in iris specialists’ catalogues. Pris- 
cilla, Pink Ruffles and Amigo have set 
the standard for this type, and breeders 
are hard at work creating more of these 
hardy free-flowering sorts. 

We have said that an iris is born and 
bred to dominate its neighbors in the 
garden picture, and that its setting 
should therefore be simple. Backgrounds 
are important, and in general fairly 
fine-textured shrubs or evergreens are 
preferable to the coarser type since the 
iris is so bold in itself. Similarly we 
san say that grayish or bluish greenery 
suits most iris colors better than too 
dark or too yellowish a tone. Bronze 
or purple-tinted foliage such as that of 
the copper beech is most effective in 
combination with purple or yellow iris, 
and I have rarely seen any picture that 
stirred my color sense so thoroughly as 
a few clumps of orchid pink iris around 
the base of a really silvery-blue Koster 
or Moerheim spruce. 

Among companion plants blooming 
concurrently with the iris, columbines 
and lupines make an effective foil for 
them, repeating many of the tints of 
the same hues found in the iris. Oriental 
poppies in salmon pink and mauve 
shades can be combined effectively with 
them if due care is taken not to include 
the more violently colored ones. Some 
of the early single and Japanese peonies 
such as L’Etincelante and Sea Shell 
look even more elegant in company with 
pure violet-blue iris, and they make the 
iris look bluer at the same time! 

What varieties of iris should you 
buy? Where can you see them first? 
How will you know you're getting a 
good one? These are the questions 
everyone asks. To attempt at least a 
partial answer, the American Iris So- 
ciety set up the machinery in 1947 to 
gather what we call Regional Perform- 
ance Ratings by AIS Judges all over 
the country. Last year the returns were 
encouraging, although far from com- 
plete. They did show clearly, however, 
that some varieties performed well the 
country over, others preferred very dis- 
tinct conditions for their best behavior 
and did well only in certain areas. 

The list in the accompanying table 
(page 496) gives you a fair sampling 
of this preliminary poll according to 
rather large areas of the country, and 
names the two top-ranking performers 
in each of thirteen color classes. You 
can see at a glance which of several of 
the hundred best symposium iris have 
done well in your particular locality. 
The current bulletins of the American 
Iris Society will continue to offer much 
in the way of sound guidance to those 
wishing to buy wisely for their own

The Glamorous Gloriosas 


(Continued from page 477) 


in an effort to determine the minimum 
‘*blooming size’’ for a Glor iosa roths- 
childiana tuber, I planted 25 two-year- 
old ones of fairly uniform size, their 
arms running 3 to 31% inches long and 
%2 to 4 inch in diameter. The sprouted 
tubers in the picture on page 476 
were in this lot. Part of them were 
split and part planted whole. Though 


they grew nicely and showed satis- 
factory increase in size when dug in 


the fall, not a single bloom appeared. 


At the same time a group of slightly 
larger tubers—31 inches long and 
52 inches thick—did flower dependably, 
most of them producing plants with 
four blooms. A tuber 51% inches long 
with average diameter of about an 
inch sent up a fine stalk with two 
lateral branches, bearing twenty-two 
big flowers in all. 


In connection with my remark about 
tubers growing larger during the sea- 
son, probably I should explain that the 
tuber you dig in the fall is not the 
same one you planted in spring. The 
original tuber shrivels and exhausts 
itself in making the summer growth, 
but a larger, stronger tuber should 
develop beneath it as a replacement. 
I don’t know what the maximum size 
of a gloriosa tuber might be. One of 
mine is 9 inches long and just under 


2 inches through at its thickest point. 


It looks like a husky baby’s forearm. 
My understanding is that in their 


native African habitat, glory lily stalks | 


push up through the undergrowth; 
then, well above ground, flowering 


branches trail off horizontally over the | 


top of the brush. This 
top-heavy habit of growth 
noted in gardens, too, when plants 
reach appreciable size. If near a 
fence or rough wall, they’ll handle the 
matter of support adequately by taking 
hold with their leaf tendrils; other- 
wise stakes or a trellis of some sort 
should be provided.

Good under glass. Besides being 
adapted to outdoor summer culture, 
Gloriosa rothschildiana is an excellent 


subject for growing in a greenhouse | 
or a sunny conservatory. Apparently 


it can be brought into flower at almost 
any time of the year. I saw one bloom- 
ing on a Christmas day in the orchid 
house of Mr. Ralph Wheeler, plantsman, 
Winter Park, Florida. Far across the 
country in San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Park, I found the familiar red and 
yellow featured in a con- 
servatory flower display in mid-April, 
and in June I observed them again 
blooming from potted tubers in the big 
glass house at Garfield Park, in Chi- 
cago.

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best known of the gloriosas, several 
American dealers in rare plants and 
bulbs ean also supply G. superba and 
G. planti, both of which are worth 
vrowing. Flowers of G. superba are 
smaller than those of rothschildiana, 
but there are more of them and their 
petals are considerably more fluted and 
crisped along the edges. As I saw 
it in Florida and as I have grown it 
in Tennessee, it has always blossomed 
in late summer, flowering in August 
and September. ; 

A picture I once took of G. superba 
illustrated the exceptional durability 
of its flowers. I picked them at the 
interesting garden of Mr. John R. 
Heist in St. Augustine, Florida, on a 
Saturday afternoon ot September, 1944. 
Packing them loosely in a paper bag, 
| took them fifty miles by bus to my 
quarters back at Camp Blanding, where 
they were placed in water until the 
following Wednesday. Then I put 
them in damp paper in a cardboard 
carton and brought them by train 
600 miles to my home in Nashville, 
where I made the picture while on a 
brief leave. The foliage showed signs 
of limpness, but the flowers were in 
excellent shape. 


Gloriosa planti is nearer superba 
than rothsehildiana, but to me appears 
weaker in growth and less floriferous 
than either—under Florida conditions, 
at least. It differs, too, in having 
thickened, rambling rootstocks rather 
than tubers like the other two species. 


Gloriosas from seed. If vou’re pa- 
tient you can have glory lilies from 
seed. I was interested to learn that 
the hundreds of plants of G. roths- 
childiana, G. superba and G. planti 
growing for Mr. Heist at St. Augustine 
all trace back to packets of seed he 
secured from New Jersey seedsman 
Rex. Pearce. 

In my one trial planting of all three 
species, the seed, which is hard, round 
and a little smaller than BB shot, 
was slow and erratic in germinating. 
Planted in pots of a soil, sand and 
peatmoss mixture on March 16, they 
did nothing for ten weeks. The pots 
were covered with panes of glass and 
the soil was kept moist. Early in June 
tiny green blades began to appear in 
the rothschildiana pot. Superba and 
planti seedlings didn’t show up until 
the middle of July, four months after 
sowing. Eventually there was a very 
good stand, and by fall I could find 
many plump little tubers. These were 
left in the pots of dry soil all through 
the winter in the basement, but were 
taken out and planted farther apart 
in deep wood flats for their second 
summer’s growth. 

I haven’t brought them to flowering 
size yet and really don’t expect blooms 
until their fourth season. Maybe you 
can do better. But order a few mature 
tubers in the meantime and enjoy their 
glorious blooms while you’re bringing 
up the babies.

the garden and then water it in. For 
best results, feed a little at a time and 
often. Too heavy a feeding will only 
burn the plants. 


Controlling insect pests. There are 
many insect pests to control, but if 
you set up a schedule that calls for 
spraying and dusting every 10 to 14 
days and keep to it, you will reduce the 
bug problem to a minimum. The re- 
sulting healthy garden will more than 
compensate for the extra work. In the 
flower garden, the leaf hopper, a small 
green insect that hops along in front 
of you as you walk, is a disease carrier. 
He carries ‘‘yellows’’ from plant to 
plant, particularly to asters, zinnias 
and marigolds. DDT controls him, but 
at the same time the DDT kills the in- 
seet that preys on red spider. And 
DDT does not control red spider. There- 
fore, use alternate sprays of DDT and 
rotenone or nicotine. 

Always spray thoroughly. Seemingly 
insignificant corners that are missed 
allow red spider and other pests 
to develop and spread to other places. 
Gladiolus thrip is controlled by DDT, 
but here again use an alternate spray. 
There are many other insects, such as 
aphids, aster and rose beetles, cater- 
pillars, ete., but all can be controlled 
with these two sprays. 

Spray the vegetable’ garden for con- 


soon 


trol of the various beetle pests and 
worms. Rotenone does a good job. 
Corn worms and potato beetles are 
particularly susceptible to DDT, but 


unless large areas are to be sprayed, 
I recommend the rotenone as a general 
spray. Watch for bean beetles from 
the time the plants come through the 
ground, and spray under the leaves. 
Spray corn from the time it is 18 inches 
high until it is in full silk. Tomatoes 
and potatoes require only two or three 
sprayings, but they in addition should 
have a spraying of fermate or a copper 


fungicide for control of disease. The 
fermate can simply be added to the 


regular spray. 


Succession sowings of string beans, 
corn, oak-leaf varieties of lettuce, kohl- 


rabi, beets, carrots and turnips, in- 
cluding those for winter storage, all 


go in this month, and late in the month 
sow rutabaga and Chinese cabbage. 
Space the last named one foot between 
plants. In a seed bed sow seed of 
late cabbage, cauliflower Burpeeana, 
and a green-heading broccoli. They 
are transplanted later to their place in 
the garden. 


Hill up corn and potatoes, and such 
plants as peppers, eggplants, broccoli 
and sometimes cabbage that require 
support to withstand heavy rain and 
windstorms. Do not hill up earrots, 
beets and onions even though you see

Asparagus should not be cut after 
Jane 30 if it is an old bed, and if the 
bed has been in production only a year 
or two it’s better to stop cutting in 
early June. Keep the bed clean and 
give it a good application of fertilizer 
alter you stop cutting. 


When strawberry beds are three 
vears old they should be dug under, 
for they do not produce well after 
that. Do not put a new bed where the 
old one was, but have a change of 
crop next year. For a new bed, take 
the young plants on runners from your 
most vigorous bed; or if you have 
been using runners of your own plants 
for a number of years, I suggest you 
make an exchange of plants with your 
neighbor or buy a few new ones. To 
take runner plants, set out a number 
of flower pots, 24-inch size, into the 
soil alongside the present bed. Fill 
the pots with soil and pin the young 
plants of the runners into the pots. 
When they make roots they will be in 
the pots, and after several weeks just 
sever the runner from the mother plant. 
Rooted plants can be plunged in a 
frame or elsewhere until all are ready 
for planting out in the new bed. Straw- 
berry varieties are numerous, but I 
have four favorites that do well in this 
locality. They are Dorset, Star Bright 
and Fairfax, and an everbearing vari- 
ety named Green Mountain. 


Summer pruning of spring-flowering 


shrubs can be started now. Simply 
thin out the old wood. Removing part 
of the old wood each vear keeps young 
vigorous growth coming along for the 
next year’s flowering wood. Do not 
shear shrubs. Thinning and shortening 
does a better job. If the plants are 
too large or misshapen, do not hesitate 
to be severe in your cutting. 


The compost pile plavs an important 
part in the success of a garden, and now 
is a good time to start a new heap. 
Compost is an excellent substitute for 
farmyard manure, and being organic 
it is a good soil builder. Use all vege- 
table matter that will rot (except cab- 
hbage plants and roots) and if the pile 
is in an out-of-the-way corner, far 
enough from you and your neighbor, 
you ean even use part of vour garbage. 

If you have chickens the compost 
heap ean be started in a hole dug in the 
cii¢cken yard. The chickens will work 
it and turn it over for vou. Another 
niethod is to build a pit on top of the 
ground with cement blocks, rocks or

UNE is the month when most chrys- 


anthemum budding takes place. 

Wait until the majority of the buds 
have formed before disbudding for then 
you can see what you are doing and 
can more easily visualize the picture 
which should result. The reason for 
disbudding is to get larger, more per- 
fect, though fewer blooms, but it is not 
necessary to the beauty of a healthy 
chrysanthemum. For exhibition pur- 
poses, leave only the center or crown 
bud and remove the side, or vegetative, 
buds. Or, if you want a cluster of 
good-sized flowers, take out the crown 
bud and let the surrounding ones share 
the benefit. 


Southern California. June is the 
month for sowing the lovely Mexican 
poppy, Hunnemannia fumariaefolia, so 
useful for eutting. This is difficult 
to transplant and is not always at ease 





even though it is dropped directly into | 


the ground from the pot. The safest 
way is to sow the seed in the spot it 
is to decorate, putting two seeds close 
together every 18 inches. In Mexico 


I have seen seedling plants, coming up 
out of adobe soil, growing with great 


speed during the rainy season and 
going into gorgeous bloom as the wet 
season merges into the dry one. When 
your seedlings appear, take out the 


weakest one and leave a clear field for | 


the stronger specimen. Hunnemannias 
are sun loving plants which will take a 
lot of drought after most of the growth 
is formed. 


California Fog Belt. These notes are 
for gardeners who have been writing 
to ask what to plant under Monterey 
pine and Monterey cypress, though not 
one inquirer told me whether he was 
prepared to rebuild the soil under his 
trees each year or whether he wanted a 
permanent easy-to-take-care-of ground- 
cover. Those who ean dig the ground 
and add compost or old manure to the 
area beneath their trees can make a 
better looking job of it and have a 
much wider choice of material, both 
annual and perennial. Begonias, fuch- 
sias, cinerarias, Japanese anemones and 
Bergenia cordifolia can be used and 
one of the bulbs I have found most 
satisfactory is Lachenalia glaucina al- 
though I find it in none of the eurrent 
year’s catalogues. I had to grow mine

Sacramento and San Joaquin Valleys. 
June is a good month to visit the Sierra 
foothills east of the Big Valley for 
foothill gardens are now at their best.

Monkshood and trollius, so 
hard to succeed with in other parts of 
California, can be made quite happy in 
the foothill garden and Michaelmas 
daisies hybridize on their own and give 
birth to self-sown seedlings with flow- 
ers in delightful new shades. In deep 
humusly rich, well-watered soil, or 
along the stream side, Asiatic primulas 
are content and give a glory of bloom. 
If you are a newcomer to the Sierra 
foothills by all means go in for some of 
these plants so hard to grow at lower 
altitudes. 


Pacific Northwest.

You have probably admired the flowers 
when they adorn acres of swampy land, 
follow wayside ditches or edge reedy 
ponds. The stalks are 3 or 4 feet 
tall and the flowers, which are stars 
held out singly from the thick straight 
stem, may ‘be deep blue, pale blue, 
purple blue, lavender or pure white. 
Commercially there has been quite a 
run on camassias lately and some gar- 
deners have taken to growing them 
from seed.

June in 
By JULIA LESTER DILLON 
HE harmonies of spring have 
changed into the symphonies of 
early summer. Where the colors 


predominating on all sides were those 
of white, cream, yellow, rose pinks, 
salmon and reds of the roses, we now 
have the tawny yellows of hemero- 
eallis, deep wine reds, the pure white 
of shasta daisies, the soft primrose of 
anthemis and the varving blues of sal- 


vias. Here and there proud stalks of 
gladioli add height and rainbow hues 
to the borders. 

Pruning is most important. The 


shrubs whieh have finished flowering 
must be pruned at once, if this has not 
already been done. Take out the old 
canes and remove the spent flower 
stalks, giving them a chance to grow 
new wood for next vear’s flowering. 
Spireas of all kinds, forsythias, early 
and late loniceras, pearl bushes (Exo- 
chorda), philadelphus and deutzia are 
among the most important. 


Lilacs, the beautiful syringas, need to 
have only the dead flower heads re- 
moved, Syringa persica and the Chinese 
hlae, which is new (Syringa rothoma- 
gensis), have proved to be the best for 
this section. Vulgaris does not stand 
the summer heat nor do the French 
types. So, be safe and plant these 
Persian and Chinese kinds for beauty 
and fragranee and long life. 


Cydonias, both hybrids and the old- 
fashioned kinds, de not tolerate pruning. 
They bloom on old wood and eutting 
them for flowers which open so beauti- 
fully in the house during the worst 
cold of winter is all the pruning they 
need, 


Remove the spring annuals that are 
through blooming and after fertilizing 
the borders fill in with new seedlings 
from the seed boxes and beds. Thin 
out the summer annuals that have been 
broadeast. It is wise to do this as 
early as possible for the heat makes 
transplanting risky as the summer 
temperatures increase. Sweet alvssum, 
ageratum, zinnia, marigold, petunia and 
verbena may already have started to 
bloom, but keep on filling in the bare 
places with small plants as they are 
needed, 


Mulches are necessary. Oak leaves are 
best in 3-inch layers over the groups 
ot azaleas and camellias and to keep the 
wind trom seattering these cover them 
with old pine needles. Gardenias also 
need this root cover and roses of all 
kinds may be mulched with the pine 
needles if peat is beyond the budget.

Spraying is needed. MJRoses must 
have regular doses of insecticides and 
fungicides to keep down the ravages 
of black spot and aphids. If in doubt 
try Pestmaster. 


Authorities report that DDT does 
not kill the aphids so we must continue 
to use our old stand-by nicotine sulphate 
to get rid of them. 


Camellias, boxwood, crape myrtles 
and pyracanthas often show rust and 
mildew at this season. Watch for this 
and apply the remedy recommended so 
many times in previous years. Usually 
dormant spraying in winter will protect 
these plants throughout the year. 


Iris germanica, along with sibirica, 
Louisiana, and the various types of 
small iris are ready to be lifted and 
replanted now. Dig the clumps care- 
fully and see that the rhizomes are 
clean and healthy. If there are decayed 
spots, brown specks, or dead roots along 
them, use a clean sharp knife and cut 
them back so that only clean white 
roots remain. Then dip these in a so- 
lution of one gallon water to which a 
tablet of bichloride of mercury has 
been dissolved. Drop the clean cut 
parts into this and let them stand for 
fifteen or twenty minutes. Then re- 
move and dry them in the sun on the 
for at least an hour. Two or 
three days will not matter. Plant them 
in a place where no iris have been grow- 
ing.

born for the first time. The Indiana 
Experiment station at Purdue as well 
as the Kansas station at Manhattan, 
along with commercial growers all work- 
ing together, has carried the popeorn- 
breeding job to its present high state. 

Iowa is easily the leading popeorn- 
producing state, with Illinois second, 
followed by Ohio, Indiana, Missouri, 


KXKansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Texas, 
Michigan, California, Kentueky, ete. 
The average popcorn acreage over a 


four-year period (1938-1941), was 55,- 
000 acres; the average yield 1,500 pounds 
per acre of ear corn. Government crop 
reports showed an average of over 90,- 
000 acres in 1941 and 1942. That’s a 
lot of popcorn. ‘ 


Popping expansion. Popping expan- 
sion is all-important with any popeorn. 
Open-pollinated popeorn did well to 
expand from one measure of unpopped 
corn to 18 or 20 measures of popped 
corn. The better of the new hybrids 
pop 25 and even 30 volumes to one. 
The tenderness of the popped corn goes 
right along with the volume. 

Popeorn producers usually fall into 
two classes, those who grow the crop 
in the home garden or on a small aere- 
age for home use, selling the surplus to 
neighbors or to local stores, and those 
who produce the crop on a commercial 
basis. 

Popeorn will cross with other types 
of corn, such as sweet corn or dent corn. 
Don’t worry too much about 
it won’t bother the popping 
or eating quality the year the eross 
occurs. However, the seed this pop- 
corn produees would not be suitable for 
seed purposes the following year. Most 
gardeners like to plant their popeorn on 
one side of the garden and their sweet 
corn on the other That’s fine. 
Go right ahead. You will have a mueh 
better looking stand of corn.

The fertile, heavier type soils are best 
but even light, sandy soils, will yield 
a lot of popcorn in proportion to field 
corn on the same soil. Have the seed 
bed firm and mellow, free from coarse 
elods and with moisture near the sur, 
face. Plant about the time field corn 
is planted in your location and you 
wont go wrong. Give good, clean eul- 
tivation to control weeds. Large, yellow 
varieties require 4 to 7 pounds per acre. 
Small, white types about 3 to 5 pounds 
per acre. Almost all seed packets have 
good planting instructions right on the 
package to help give you results with 
popeorn. Try some home-grown popeorn 
this year for popping pleasure.
